Belgrade, Feb. 6.—Imagine if 
can one of the most absurd and in- 
adequate military organizations in the 
whole world; an organization which 
boasts almost as many officers as men, 
and in which it is well nigh impossible 
for the uninitiated outsider to tell whe 
commands and who obeys; and, at the 
Same time, @ body of fighting men, 
which, for pure pugnaetousness and per- 
petual chip-on-the-shoulder attitude, 
cannot be matched, who, despite their 
own lack of numbers and preparedness, 
are aching to tackle one of the largest 
and strongest military countries in Eu- 
rope; imagine all this, I say, and you 
have an excellent ‘conception of the 
Servian army. 

In Servia all the men, women and 
children old enough, strong enough and 
brave enough to handle a gun, form 
what is generally known as the unoffi- 
cial army. That army is a rabble, pure 
and simple, without organigation, with- 
out training, and without any tdea of 
modern warfare. It iis the official army, 
numbering 30,000, on a peace footing, 
and about 150,000 on a war footing that 
impresses one inevitably as having 
been plucked full grown from the mind 
of a George Bernard Shaw or trans- 
ported bodily from a Weber and Fields 
burlesque.

A glance at the headquarters of the 
first regiments of the line in Belgrade 
is enough to show the character of 
this comic opera army.

Caine, when he started on the race *)?°r 
literary success, had a regular salary 
of $1,000 a year from The Liverpool 
Mercury; while he was making another 
$500 ‘‘on the side’ by contributions ani] 
reviews published in The Athenaeum 
and Academy. Out of his first book, he 
complains, he made “only $850,’ while 
for his third book—“The Deemster —.¢ 
obtained only $750. 

Edgar Jepson, author of the successf'll 
book, ‘“‘Sybil Falcon,’ handles Hall Caine 
without gloves, and says that his !n- 
come was incomparably greater than 
most aspirants to literary distinction. 
Speaking for himself, Jepson say:: 
“Out of my firat book I made exactly 
nothing at all; out of my second, ‘lle 
Passion of Romance,’ which I am fre- 


iquently assured is the best book I ever 


wrote, I made $10; out of my first five 
about $167.30 


q books I made $836.52—or

The studies of the elementary schools 
are just the same as those of the United 
States, save that morals and the Jap- 
anese language are added.

Girls’ High Schools. 


Japan has now a large number of 
girls’ high schools, although as a rule 
the most of the children drop’ out at 
the end of the ordinary grades.

They 
rise and fall on their toes, and they go 
through all the evolutions of the drill 
as they march back and forth a body 
of one hundred almond-eyed. cream- 
colored Amazons in pluin-colored 
skirts. Observe them as they go. Their 
shoulders are well back and they walk 
like soldiers. The teacher weurs a 
gymnasium costume which shows the 
vutlines of her form. She would make 
a model for a statue of Diana, and the 
most of her pupils are equally robust. 
They have the advantage of our girls 
in not wearing corsets, and they are 
developed along nature's lines. 

As we g0 from the gymnasium 
through the yard to one of the other 
buildings We see a class of maidens 
walking the pole. This is an exercise 
common to every girls’ scheol, and I 
am told it produces excellent results. 
The pole is a log about a foot thick 
and thirty feet long, so slung by meams 
of two chains at each end that it hangs 
horizontally about a foot off the 
ground. The teacher starts the log 
swinging back and forth and the girls 
step on at one end of it and walk to 
the otherg It takes some ski!] to main- 
tain one’s balance, on account of the 
motion, and it brings into play almost 
every muscle of the body. I have tried 
it several times and ignominiously fail- 
ed. These peeresses walk it with 
ease.

In the Scheol Rooms. 


The classrooms are not unmiike tnose 
of the United States, with desks and 
chairs, save that all t.e chairs ace 
cushioned whh green. We visit one 
class and listen to a lecture on physics 
About fifty girls are taking notes in 
Japanese script, and tuey hardly 109K 
up as we enter. We go to the labora- 
tories, where they are studying chemis- 
try, and on into music rooms, in some 
o' which are taught foreign playing aa 
singing, and in others the music v1 
Japan. ,In the latter the girls play up?a 
the goto, a sort of horizontal harp or 
guitar which rests on a iow bench. The 
instrument tis about five feet long, a foot 
wide and it has a half dozen or more 
catgut strings. In another room we 
hear the girls reciting English, and tu 
another see them studying French under 
a Japanese’ major, who learned the lan. 
guage in Paris. Every pupil is required 
jt study either French or English,.an1t 
the professor tells ys that most of then 
“hoeose the latter. He says 
school has. three divisions known as the 
primary, middie and graduate sections.) 
The girls enter the primary schoo! a: 
the age of six and remain there until’ 
twelve. . During this time they are re- 
jquired to study four or five hours. The: 
middie section requires five years, ani, 
after graduating there the students may; 
enter the gfaduate section, which ig a: 
sort of master of arts department, ana 
which has a term of three years.

Teach Fashionable Accomplishments, 


The Peeresses’ Schoo] is by far the 
most fashionable and artistocratic 0: 
the empire, and a large part Of its ‘pir- 
pose is to fit the girls to take the:r 
places in society, both at court and at 
home. Many of them become the wives 
of generals, statesmen and diploma‘s, 
and they have to uphold the positien 
of their people. They all learn to draw 
and paint and they do so most beauti- 
‘fully. They are taught sewing and em- 
‘broidery and some of them do g00'1 
work in sculpture. The Japanese are 
naturally artistic, and even the small 
girls write and sketch with great facil- 
ity. 

An important branch of the teaching 
is Japanese etiquette, The professor at 
the head of this department is an old 
man of the Samurai class, who is sari 
‘to be the best of his Kind in Japan. 1 
watched him put about twenty young 
ladies through the proper’ evolutions 
necessary to the reception of a guest. 
The girls had to bend just so, keeping 
their backs perfectly straight as tney 
Lowed, and then getting down on their 
knees and sprending their hands out on 
the mats while they bent their heats 
to the floor. Their actions were wonder. 
fully graceful, but the old gray-haired 
professor Was not satisfied unless eavh 
motion was in accord with the rules and 
not a hair's breadth out of the way. 


Japan’s University for Women. 


Japan now has a university for women, 
it was founded about eight years ago 
by Dr. Jinzo Naruse, who is its presi- 
dent. It has tbeefi aided by the em- 
peror and empress and by many of the 
leading men of Japan. The empress 
gave 2,000 yen toward it at the time 
of its opening and many public men are 
contributing to its support. This instf- 
tution has now 1,300 students and there 
are about 800 in its dormitories. I have 
spent the greater part of today in going 
through it. Situated on the outskirts of 
Tokio, it has from fifteen to twenty 
acres of beautiful grounds. Its main 
buildings are of foreign style. Some are 
of brick and gome are frame. They run 
around a campus filled with magnificent 
treeég and have a fine outiook over hill 
and hollow. 

The institution has about 700 alumnae 
already, although the first class was 
graduated only six years ago. The first 
building I entered was the alumnae hal). 
The alumnae cal] themselves the Cherry 
and Maple Club. They are organized 
and they are doing a great deal to fur- 
ther the university. They publish a col- 
lege newspaper, known as the Home 
Weekly, which deals altogether with 
college subjects and school news. They 
run a store, where the girls can buy 
anything they need from pins and nee- 
dies to candy, perfumery and soap, and 
where are sold stationery, books and 
other school supplies. They have or- 
ganized a bank, where the students de- 
posit their money, all buying in the 
store being done with bamk ticketa, 
which may be secured from the cashier 
next door. The ‘bank does a business 
of about 800 yen per day. 

Many of the alumni are carrying on 
post-graduate work. Among other things 
I was shown a diagram gotten up to 
disprove the statement that education is 
a bar to matrimony. This diagram by 
means of red lines exhibited the per- 
centage of students who have marfed 
since their graduation. From it I see 
that a}l but 10 per cent of the first class 
of six yearg ago have entered into the 
bonds matrimonial, and that a large pro- 
portion of the graduates of each class 
since then have done Hkewtse. I doubt

Useless and wasted, is what he thinks 
of the negro’s education. 

A whited. sepulcher, is what he thinks 

of the negro’s morais. 
He Attriputes to whisky a large share 
in thé deviltry, and he believes intem- 
perance among them is worse now than 
before state-wide prohibition. 

He views the rigid and uncompromisé- 
ing enforcement of -peonage laws as a 
ipody biow at the negro’s own welfare 
and at southern industry, since it takes 
away from the white man his sole 
means [or securing fulfilment of labor 
contracis and the posstbility of ‘saving 
the negro from the consequences of his 
own worthlessness.

no emibellishment. Here and there, 
where’ the picture has been retouched, 
it is only to bring out more vividly 
some obscure or implied contention of 
the speaker or to economize on space. 

Captain Filuker is ati iconoclast, with 
proofs. Frankly, he doesn’t take much 
stock in the offten-cited “progress of the 
negro race.”” He cannot testify that it 
has progressed in his vicinity. He be- 
lievegs, On the other hand, that it has 
deterlerated. and thaé it-is stiM swiftly 
g£0ing to pieces. 

He strikes the buogant and idealistic 
northern view and the optimism of the 
southern man q stunning blow between 
the eyes. Whether or not you agree 
with him, his conclusions are well worth 
studying by white and negro. They 
have been reached through exhaustive 


. personal experience, stretching over ante ' 


and post-bellum eras, and in connection 


' with every possible condition. 


He is, too, a perfect type of hundreds 
of other Jandlord-planters in Georgia, 
men who employ an army of negro teh- 
ants or “croppers,” and who, becatise 
Captain Fiuker’s experiences touch the 
fundamental tnaits of the negro, visible 
similarly everywhere, might be said in 
a measure to share his cénvictions. 

Candid Phases of the Problem. 


It should be understood that Captain 
Fluker speaks only for the country ne- 
gro, who may vary, and doves vary, 
widely from his town cousin, who is 
brought into contact with a radically 
different environment. It is doubtful 
if the ciiy man knows the country ne- 
gro, or would recogflize him in the com- 
parativély industrious and seber urban 
specimen. Any man who has lived any 
length of time in the rural districts will 
have no difficulty in appreciating .the 
Sharp distinction. 

Moreover, what this kindly and tol- 
é€rant planter says, the accurate reflec- 
tion of his life-long study and thought, 
is a valuable contribution to the end- 
less literature bearing on the negro 
problem. The ugly facts he states may 
or may not*be unqualifiedly universal, 
but if there is to he a remedy, they 
must be faced. The demoraliation and 
incipient decay he tnaces in his own 
county must be combatted and neutrak 
ized in the interests of the white n, 
no less than in those of the negro him- 
self. The pervading thriftlessness and 
immorality must be reached with a per- 
manent anbidote, if their destructive ef- 
fects.are to be cheeked before they are 
visited even more drastically upon the 
ruling and the subject race. | 
Have We Been Wrong These Years? 


Thesé;°and not the dictates of idle 
agitation, are the motives for spreading 
these raw, brutal, unflinching facts 
boidly. It is impossible that they should 
not. be. typical, ine-many.. respects at 
least. ® 

And, if his indictment pans out only 
on the leading counts, it gives rige to 
the national question: 

‘“‘Have we all these years been going 
at the negro problem frbm the wrong 
angle?’ : 

This man has dealt {intimately In the 
everyday business affairs of life with 
the ante and the post-bellum negro. He 
Knows both as nearly as a hhuman be- 
ing, with the handicap of centuries of 
intelligence on his side carn know an- 
other but three generations from the 
jungle. F 

His verdict is that,,as a man and a 
laborer, the negro of today has ‘incon- 
ceivably retrograded from his status of 
the sixties. Few of the incomparabiy 
relkable ante-bellum negroes are left; 
many of that few have been  dis- 
astrously infected by the inert and im- 
provident negro of the new south. The 
process is still under way, and no man 
may foreshadow its ending. 

These are his premises and

“Tf there were cruelties or abuses 
under ey Old regime, I never heard of 
them. f course, in the vast mass of 
white labor the world over, there are 
today atrocities practiced and persecu- 
tion perpetrated which never sees the 
light of day. Such things are inevita- 
ble with @ tremendous body of labor 
not overly intelligent or docile, and as 


long as taskmasters are Christians in 
profession only. But what earthly good 
@ould it profit a man to lacerate and 
incapacitate @ workman for which he 
had perhaps paid $1,800 in good, cold 
cash? ‘Uncle Tom's Cabin’ was not only 
a libel on the south, but a foolish and 
unthinking libel as well. It would be 
called yellow journalism today. 

“TIT served against Sherman in north 
Georgia for some time, as a member of 
the Seventh Georgia cavalry reserves, 
returning to the home-place at the close 
of hostilities. 

“When I compare the negro whom I 
met when we set to work to build 
things over from the bottom up, with 
his son or his. grandson of today, I 
despair of the settlement of the racial 
problem.” 

The Omnipresent “Cropper.” 


Captain Fluker employs twenty-three 
negroes as tenants or croppers on iis 
plantation. Bach one, with his family, 
if he has one, takes care of a plot of 
ground large enough to be cultivated 
with one mule or horse. At the end of 
the season he is supposed to turn over 
to Captain Fluker 1,000 pounds of cot- 
ton for the use of the land. This sys- 
tem, applying to whites also, is gener- 
ally in vogue througlout the south, and 
is an @dmportant feature of the labor 
problem in this section. 

It plays hob with thé progress of the 
negro, as will be shown. 

"When you hire One of these ne- 
groes,”’ said Captain Fluker, “he is 
pretty apt to .tell you he is well pro- 
vided for,_and that he owns his own 
horse or mule and farm implements. It 
ig the exception where he is telling 
the truth. In the big Tun of cases, you 
will find yourself soon compelled to 
provide him with animais, tools and 
food, charging their value against his 
account. 

The Negre Who Lays Dewn. 


“But a planter can never tell from 
year’s end to years end whether the 
crop he figurés out on paper in advance 
will ever materialize in his gin or his 
storehouse. The law fg all on the side 
of the rascal and the improvident. It 
forbids an employer from taking legal 
steps against his tenants urtil after 
they have raised sufficient foodstuffs 
or other commodities to support their 
families. There is no law, however, by 
which you can make a lagy negro live 
up to his contract. The white planters 
of the state lose thousands upon thou- 
sands of dollars each year through 
shiftless negroes who produce just 
enough on rented land to keep body 
and soul alive, gobble up everything 
they can get with their employer's in- 
dorsement and leave him in the lurch. 

“IT am speaking now of the general 
run of negroes. Of course, a scattering 
percentage are honest, but they are the 
exceptions that clinch the ryle. This, 
and what I shall further tell you, has 
been my personal experience with the 
tenants of my place, and my white 
neighbors will bear me Sut with regard 
to their respective experiences.

“The negro cropper is a fool about 
‘hot suppers,’ and@ they are burning out 
his efficiency, making him‘a orimina) 
and threatening agriculture in the 
south,” emphatically declared Captain 
Fluker. 

A natural question turne@ on the 
meaning of the rather strange term. 
“The ‘hot supper,’” he explained, “Is 
a darky repast of barbecue and vege- 
tables and other things, with dancing 
on the side and dissipation as the cen-, 
terpiece. 

Guns and Whisky. 

“And biind-tiger liquor! Algo Tre- 
volvers and razors! Mon’t forget them, 
for they are the principal ingredients 
of the feast. Blockade whisky, with 
two fights in every drink—the vilest 


1 concoction you cen tmagine—flows like 


water. The country negro thinks he has 
ceached paradige when he can get drunk 
quicker than his friend or his enemy. 
The first thing he does when he gets 
drumk is to fight. And any day in the 
week he would rather, and always does, 
fight with a pistol or a razor, in prefer-

ence to his natural weapons. 

“These hot suppers are regular de- 
pbauches, in which all ages and both 
sexes panticipate. Negro-women of lewd 
character, and that means a iarge pro- 
portion, are there in droves, and they 
vie with the men in making a savage 
and reckles, saturnalia. 

How the Negro Drinks, 


“The negro drinks differently from the 
white man,’ said Captain Fluker. “He 
does not soak and he does not spree for 
extended periods. His recurring jags 
do the work with him, however, and 1 
tell you the whole story when I say that 
in my expenience the hands are half 
the thme incapacitated for work by the 
necessity of recuperating from these 
hot suppers. 

“le never gets any of the mellowing 
effects from whisky that makes the 
white mam crave alcohol. He goes at 
it hammer and tongs, bona fide jiquor, 
red ink, gasolime or patent medicine, 
like the Indian, and i is putting htm 
out of business, just as it did the red 
mai. 

“As far as our country is converned, 
etate-wide prohibitfon has had no per- 
ceptible effect, save perhaps to increase 
the consumption of whisky among the 
negroes. Ourg was a dry county orig- 
inaly, and whereas the negroes once 
sent to near-by Atlagta or Augusta for 
small quantities, now they send to Chat- 
tamooga, even to Cincinnati, for €allons 
instead of quarts. Blind-tigers are ram- 
pant. and. as usual in such cases, ex- 
tremely difficult and almost impossible 
of detection.

sends his money off for liquor. At any 
rate, he is going to have it @ & is 
gettable, and there are few restrictions 
in the way. 

“At one Litth postoffice in eur county 
the express receipts for whisky one 
month were $/,000, and of that 90 per 
cent went to negroes. The white people 
paid for thet, not only directly, but 
several times the price in inefficient le- 
bor and g@potled crops. I have known a 
negro to spend more cash for whisky 
than the amount he had obligated him- 
self to pay his landlord!’’ 

Loose Family Ties aud Chastity. 


Captain Fluker was asked if the fam- 
ily obligations of the negro did not in 
a way restrain him in this connection 
and steady him to work, and tf regard 
for ordinary chaetity places a damper 
on the famous “hot suppers.’’ 

“My personal experience,” he replied, 
“leads me to believe that the negro, at 
least the country negro, is utterly re- 
Rardiess of family ties. It is frequent 
for one of them to quarrel with hie Wife 
and make a bee-line gor ahother Jocal- 
ity with hés sweetheart, leaving his 


Im the Ma- ‘peonage’ in the south have been ié¢eble 
to obtain re-| 


family without provision. What can you, 


expect of a people where they have no 
reverence for the one safeguard of civ- 
tkization? 

“Tilegitimate children are of common 
occurrence. The negro woman seems to 
bing her ideals of motherhood and 
propagating duty from the jungle. At 
least, many of them in my observation 
are actuated by such untamed dnd un- 
thinking Instincts. Neither can you ap- 
peal to thelr moral sense. They have 
none. Their serfse of gratitude and of 
obligation is fearfully rudimentary. <A 
negro rarely appreciates or remembers 
a favor. 

“You may save him from starvation or 
pay him out of jail, fout he reasons 
simply that it’s the duty of the ‘white 
folks I'm workin’ for’ to do these 
things. It doesn't prevent him from 
repeating the offense and tt doesn’t pre- 
vent him from jumping a contract with 
you to enter more remunerative serv- 


ice” 
The Ante-Bellum Type. 


“What about the ante-bellum type?’ 


he was asked. 

“They are dying Out very rapidly;’’ 
was the answer. “Here and there they 
live and work, and you could not ask 
better laborers or more lawabiding and 
reliable citizens. Their word is their 
bond. They are never insolent, seldom 
dissipated, always industrious and ap- 
preciative. 

“As a rule they are corrupted by the 
younger and more worthiess generation, 
and at any rate, are so few and far be- 
tween as to be no perceptible factor !n 
the problem. 

“Where you do meet them, however, 
you will not have to use coercion to get 
work out of them or to secure the ful- 
fillment of an agreement. And that re- 
minds me of this superlative rot about 
‘peonage in the south.’ 


“Superiative Rot” of Peonage, 


“The federal judge who handed dowr 
the decision strictly and rigidly constru. 
ing the laws regarding employment and 
peonage did two things: 

“He struck a body blow at the welfare 
and the future of the negro, and; 

‘“‘He set back agriculture in the soutn 
twenty years, 

“T am convinced, from close study and 
observation and cenversations with 
dozens of southern planters, that the 
recent melodramatic cases of peohage in 


up charges or were the inevitable devel. 
opment of an attenipt to force negroes 
to. fulfill contfacts that were perfectly 
just, legal and reasonable. 
“You can never make me or any other 
intelligent white southern farmer believe 
that negroes are or have been held in 
involuntary servitude. The negro’s labor 
is his only capital; he never has security 
and rarely property, and no possiwle 
way exists in which an injured or 
swindled planter may secure redress. 
“The sporadic cases of s0-called

j the south were either based on trumped-, 


and exasperated attempts 
dress and to save the employer from 
possible bankruptcy. 

“You people in the city Know nothing 
whatever of the every-day trials of the 
Georgia farmer and the shifts he must 
make to raise the crops that bring 
wealth into the state. He is surrounded 
on all sides by the most capable labor 
in the world, but a labor which is inso- 
lent, irresponsible and dishonest, utterly 
Tegardiess of contractural obligations 
and intent on living at the expense otf 
the white man, if that is possible. Tne 
ordinary negro will find time and whis- 
ky to go to a ‘hot supper and incapaci- 
tate himself for labor for days, if ne 
knows he has not a cup of meal in Nis 
shanty. That is the way they are 
bullt.’’ 

Religion a Fraud. 


“Doesn't the negro’s intensely emo- 
tional temperament make him éasily 
ruled by religion?’ he was questioned. 

“The country megro doesn’t know the 
first principle In reai reMgion,”’ was the 
rejoinder. ‘“‘He {s excitable and suscep- 
tible, and he likes to shout and go into 
hysteria at revival meetings. 

“My personal experience ig that they 
are worse the day after conversion, .the 
more worthless, the more dishonest, 
than the day before he professed con- 
version {in a moment of frenzy.” 


Education Wasted. 


“What is your experience with the 
education of the negro?” was the next 
query. ' 

“The worst possible. I know young 
negroes who attended school religious. 
iv. They all do that, neglecting the bus- 
iness of livelihood to achieve it: But 
that negro is now unable to read and 
write, and [ have not seen that his 
morals are improved. 

“They are reading a little more than 
they used to. The negro thinks it looks 
big to have a R. F. D. box tn front of 
his door, and here and there he sub- 
scribes to a few cheap papers. But he 
would much rather, 
his seeret societies at night.’’ 

“What about them?’ he was asked. 

“They have more Influence for, devil- 
try than the church, and that Is saying 
a¢iod deal,’ was the retort.

No. IV.—The Problem of Farm Manure. 


We gave, as a second source of vege- 
table matter, the manures and waste 
vegetable or animal matter of the farm. 
After an anima] has reached maturity 
ajl the food it requires is for the pur- 
pose of replacing the tissues destroyed 
in the performance of work. This is 
especially true of the nitrogen constitu- 
ents of plants. Asa matter of fact, over 
80 per cent of the fertilizing constitu- 
ents of plants fed to animals reappears 
in the manure. Not only is this the case, 
but these ingredients are in a very solu- 
ble form, and are ready with very lit- 
tle change to be taken up by plants. 
Unlike . ordinary fertilizers, farm ma- 
nures also contain a considerable amount 
of vegetable matter. 

In connection with farm manures goes 
the compost heap. Correctly regarded, 
the compost heap is a means of convert- 
ing all waste animal or vegetable matter 
into valuable fertMizer. It consists in 
60 preparing these substances that they 
will rapidly decompose. . In other words, 
we pile them up and add moisture, as- 
suring a free access Of air. Again mi- 
crescopic life comes to the farmer's 
eid, and, attacking the insoluble vege- 
table compounds, breaks them up into 
the simpler forms of plant food. 

Composition and Mode of Action. 


Stable manures and the compost heap 
are primarily .. nitrogenous fertilizers. 
While this is true from the standpoint 
of the plant food they contain, yet prob- 
ably a more correct way of looking at 
them would be as a source of inocula- 
tion of the soil—the farmer's yeast, as 
it were. In plant food value.a ton of 
g@table manure or well-rotted compost 
is worth about $2, but in actual prac- 
tice, when intelligently cared for and 
used, these substances will benefit the 
soil to an extent greater than $% worth 
of commercial fertilizers, and this benefit 
is largely due to the fact that it has 
seeded the soil with an increased sup- 
ply of germ life. The average farm, 
properly stocked with its quota of other 
livestock, can easily produce from 30 
to 40 tons of manure and compost a 
year. If proper care is observed, this 
can be doubled by the uttlizatioh of all 
waste material. Even the leaves ofthe 
forest can be utilized as after passing 
through the compost heap, they are the 
equal in -fertilizing power to ordinary 
manure. ; 

Sources of Loss. 

But the very qualities of rapid fermen- 
tation and solwbility of its pldnt food, 
that make ‘these substances so valuable, 
at the same time prove a means of 
great lof, of their value if they are not 


intelligently handled. On the average ; 


farm there are two common and fre- 
quent sources of loss of fertility from 
them. If exposed to the leaching action 
of water much of their fertility is waslh- 
nent. On the other hand, if thrown into 
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very active, and much of their nitrogen 
is converted into the form of ammonia 
and escapes into the atmosphere. 
How Cared For. 
The first of these losses can be avoid- 
ed by saving the refuse under a shed. 


At the same time, care must be taken | 


that it is not allowed to become too 
dry, as such a condition induces the 
second source of loss. Then, 
ed to stand for any length of time, such 
material should be covered with four 
to six inches of good loam. This loam 
absorbs and holds any nitrogen that 
would otherwise escaped and itself be- 
comes good fertilizer. 
The Philosophy of Rotation. 


The effort to incorporate vegetable 
matter info our soils will induce an- 
other practice that experience has 
shown is extremely beneficial to soils. 
This is the rotation of crops. Other 
than an opportunity to grow a crop of 
manure, there are strong reasons for 
this practice. We have seen _§ that, 
while plants use about the same sub- 
stances, yet they differ very materially 
in the quantities of these substances 
that they require. While the legumes 
do not call upon the soil for their 
nitrogen, they make large draughts up- 
on its availablié’ phosphoric acid and 
potash. 

On the other hand, conn, sugar cane, 
and grasé are ravenous nitrogen feed- 
ers. 


readily see that sound reasoning would 
require that we alternaté this class of 
crops. Then, again, plants differ very 
greatly in the depth to which their 
roots penetrate. 
deep down into the soil in search of 
food and moisture, whtle the roots of 
the corn plant are mostly dependent up- 
on upper 6 to 86 inches for these things. 
Hence, such crops should be alternated.

this practice is that by rotation we pre- 
vent the accumulation of many in 
sect enemies and fungoug § diseases. 
When the same crop ts grown upon the 
land year after year these enemies 
thrive under an abundant supply of 
food and congentfal surroundings. By 
changing the crop constituting their 
choice of food for a year or more, we 
deprive them of their ‘means of suste- 
nance, and most of them perish. 
System of Rotation. 


The best planta to use in rotation 
vary with locality and climate. For 
the southern states, I would recom- 
mend a rotation consisting of cotton 
one year and corn, with peas sown be- 
tween the rows at last working, «the 
second year. 'When the corn is gath- 
ered the stalks and pea vines should 
be turned’ under the soil in ‘ate Sep- 
tember and early October. and rust-

crimson clover after these peas, and by 
turning them in January and Febru- 
ary, the land may be ready for cotton 
the next spring. This latter consti- 
tutes a catch crop, and we are thus 
able to get an extrm supply of vege- 
table matter into our soil. In sections 
where rain is apt to be scarce at this 
time, such a practice sometimes gets 
us into trouble, as this vegetable mat- 
ter may not have time to disintegrate 
before time to plant the cotton. 

An improvement upon this rotation 
would be the practice, in sections 
where the climatic conditions make it 
feasible, of sowing clover or burr clov- 
er at last working jin the cotton: This 
would give a crop of legumes upon the 
land each year and would the more 
rapidly inctease its store of vegetable 
matter and nitrogen. 

Importance of Winter-Cover Crops. 


It would prove valuable in another 
way. Remembeér that changes are tak- 
ing place in our southern soils all dur- 
ing the year, whether they are occupied 
by growing crops or not. There are 
agents constantly converting the soil 
When this 


fs done, if not soon taken up by plants, 
this food is either locked up again or 
teached out by rains. The rain water 
may carry this food to the lower layers 
of the soil—cut of reach of most of our 
plants, or it may carry it entirely eut 
of the soil. In either case there is an 
actual loss of fertility. But !f we can 
keep our soil constantly covered with 
vegetation this food is taken up by the 
plants, to be returned to the soil if the 
Plants are turned under or to benefit 
the owner of the land, in the event he 
decided to save the crop. 

Our prevailing custom in the south is 
to leave our soils bare during the win- 
ter months—the time when we have the 
most abundant rainfall, and, as a result, 
these soils lose as much or more fer- 
tility from this source than is taken 
from them by growing crops. Owur aim 
should be to prevent this as muey as 
possible. 


Commercial Fertilizers. 

Possibly some of my hearers have won- 
dered why I have devoted so much time 
to these subjects and have said so lit- 
tle about commercial fertilizers. I am 
not going to devote very much time to 
the latter subject. Not because ft has 
not its importamee, but because TI can 
not do justice to the whole subject of 
agriculture without taxing your  pa- 
tlence to even a greater extent than I 
I have laid special 
stress on the foregoing subject, be- 
cause, in my opinion, they are of the 
Resort to commer- 
clal. fertilizers, both from a standpoint 
of the best results and of economy, 
should only be had after all the avail- 
able mé@ans on the farm for increasing 
‘soil fertility have been exhausted. Then, 
again, we have shown that vegetable 
matter is an absolute requisite in soll 
fertility. Without this substance no 
s0il can be productive, it matters not 
how much commercial fertilizers may be 
used, Per contra, the better a soil is 
supplied *with humus, the better results 
will commercial fertilizers yield. 


Composition and Sources of Commercial 
Fertilizers. 

As we have learned, the agents most 

frequentiy lacking. or, rather, deficiént 


in an available form in soils are ni- 
trogen, phosphoric acid and potash: and 


: all substances used as fertilizers must 


supply some or all of these materials, 
if they are to fulfill their mission. When 
we purchase piant food in the concén- 
trated form of commercia] fertilizers we 
pay from !8 to 20 cents a pound for 
the nitrogen; 5 to 6 cents for phos- 
phoric acid} and 4 cents for potash. 


‘cerned in the formation of 


These sources of fertilizers are either 
animal, vegetable or mineral. Most of 
those due to animal or vegetable origin 
supply nitrogen or phosphoric acid. The 
mineral sources generally supply phos- 
phoric acid and potash. In a study of 
the functions performed by these sub- 
stances in the growth of plants, ‘ve 
find that nitrogen is more directly con- 
leaf and 
stem, while the other two enter into the 
perfection of the fruit. 


Fertilizer Requirements of Soils. 


Since commervial fertilizers are only 
to be used as supplements to the farm 
supply, it is manifestly very necessary 
that the farmers should know just what 
particular ingredient he is deficient in, 


, before purchasing. 


From what we have seen of the form 
of soil food, it is necessary to know not 
how much of these substances the soi) 
contains, but how much of it is in a form 
that it can be utilized by plants. Un- 
fortunately, this last question cannot be 
answered by the chemist, hence we are 
dependent upon our powers of observa- 
tion for its solution. The plant itself is 
the only safe analysis of a soil, and it 
is by observing their growth that we 
must obtain an answer. If the plant 
grows vigorously and is of a dark green 
color, you are sgfe in assuming that 
there is an abundance of nitrogen at 
its disposal, but HK may be induced to 
fruit earlier and more heavily by sup- 
plying a small quantity of phosphoric 
acid. On the other hand, a poor, sickly 
growth—all else being equal—is almoaet 
always a sure call for more nitrogen, 
and the chances are that phosphoric 
acid is also needed. 

, Much depends wpon the form of the 
fertilizer ag to whether the plants can 
readily utilize theice material. Some of 
them, like nitrate of soda, are almost 
immediately available, while in other 
forms decomposition, more or less rapid, 
is necessary before they are of any ben- 
eft. As a rule, the more soluble the 
plant food of a fertHlizer, the more ex- 
pensive it is. Therefore, due regard in 
its purchase should be had as to whether 
the plants require rapid feeding or will 
be satisfied with a slowly available ra- 
tion. 3 

Mode of Action. 


Most commercial fertilizers act in tWo 
ways, a portion of their plant food go- 
ing directly toward feeding the plant, but 
probably thelr greatest effect is the 
rendering available of inert soi! food. 
With very few exceptions these fertill- 
zers have to undergo a change after they 
are placed in the soil. This may be an 
active fermentation or a purely chem!- 
cal change. In either event, the constit- 
vents of the soil are affected,many being 
made more. rapidly availabie. Ase 4 
matter of fact. the effect of most com- 
mercial fertilizers upon the soil is that 
of stimulation, just the same effect 4s 
alcohol has upon the human system. 
Both at times may be good and neces- 
sary, but resort should be had to them 
with care. As the free use of alcohol 
is eventually followed by a period of de- 


‘pression, so the dependence upon com- 


mercial fertilizers is apt to leave tht 
soil in a depressed condition of fertility. 


Germinatien of Piants. 


Our time so far has been spent in a 
study of the soil in which plants grow. 
But our gtbject would be incomptete 
did we not devote some little space to 
the study of plants themselves. It would 
consume too much time tw discuss the 
special kinds of planis, nor 's this nec- 
essary for our purpose, as the same gen- 
eral] laws hold good for all plants. 

In our brief review of plant growth 
in the early part of this paper, we 
called attention to the fact that a 
seed consists of a miniature plant sur- 
rounded by a store of ready-prepared 
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_the supply of air to the seed, and 


plant food. We would probably have 
been more correct had we stated that 
it was stored with the material from 
which plant food could easily be form- 
ed. Even before the plant can utilize 
this food 
changes. These changes are brought 
about by the temperature of the soll 
in the presence of moisture and aigfir. 
Hence, before a seed can grow, these 
conditions masst be right. An excess 
of moisture ts imjurioug because it ex- 
cludes air and the necessity of air to 
the germination of seed is very often 
not recognized by many. for trouble 
in germination of seed is more often 
traceable to its absence than to any 
other cause. These being the condi- 
tione of germination, 
following rules for planting: 


How to Plant, 


First, our soil must be ell-drained 
amd pulverized in order tf&t the con- 
ditions of moisture may be right. Then 
we must see that there js free access 
of air. Having looked to these we can 
do very little towards controlling the 
temperature, as that is dependent upon 
the season of the year. Much trouble 
in germination is experienced because 
the seed are placed too deep in the 
ground. This deep plasting decreases 
in 
the event of much rain, causes too 
large a quantity of water to be present 
in the soll.” Then, too, as in the spring 
our soils are warmed from the surface 
down, the temperature of the deeper 
layers of the soil igs necessarily lower 
than that nearer the surface. 

Importance of Vigorous Seed. 

Another cause of difficulty in germi- 
ration ts often due to a lack of, or im- 
Paired vitality in the seed germ. Ina 
normal seed the germ is not dead but 
steeping, and only awaits the magic 
touch of nature's wand to awaken it 
into life. This dormant condition can 
Only conmtinve for a certain period and 
under norma! conditions. If too much 
time elapses before the conditions fav- 
vorable to germination ocour, or, ' ff 
Some Of those conditions unaccom- 
panied by the others occur, death of 
this germ is very apt to ensue. Ag the 
seed is the foundation of the crop, care 
should ibe taken that this vitality is at 
its maximum. 

Conditions Essential to Growth. 


When germination first takes place 
we have seen that the little plant is 
dependent upon the food of the seed 
until it has formed roots and leaves. 
This supply is then exhausted. and from 
now on the plant must gather and 
elaborate its own food from the crude 
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deeper the soil has 


materials of the soil and air. 
purpose it sends its roots through the 
soil in all directions. These roots are 
its feeders and we should do all we can 
to facilitate thetr formation and 
Since air is equal- 
ly necessary to their health, its access 
to the soil should be assured. The depth 
to which air permeates the soil is one 
of the factors that control the depth 
to which the roots of plants penetrate. 

The mechanical condition of soll is 
also a factor as, while roots possess 
‘a very considerable power of penetra- 
tion, thev form much more freely in 
loose than in compact soil. Hence the 
been stirred the 
greater will be the depth to which the 
roots penetrate, and the more food will 
be at their disposal. Care must be 
taken, however, that this preparation 
is done before the roots are formed, as 
it is impossible to do it later without 
destroying these plant feeders upon 
which so much depends. We know that 
a plant can not thrive if the leaves are 
destroyed, but many forget that the 
roots are of equal importance, and fre- 
quently most of the energy of the plant 
is wasted in repairing the damage to 
its root system, done in mistaken kind- 
ness by some over-zealous cultivator. 
While, as was stated some time back, 
plants vary much in their method of 
root growth—some of them sending 
roote much deeper than others, yet they 
fill the loose soil fairly well, and after 
thev have once taken possession thereof, 
it {s not possible to stir that soil to 
any depth without doing their root sys- 
tem more or less injury. Hence all prep- 
aration of the soil should be done before 
the seed are planted. 

It is not necessary to follow the plant 
from the seed to maturity. We have 
seen, in a general way, how the plant 
obtains from the earth and air, through 
ite roots and leaves, the crude ma- 
terials: how these materials are pump- 
ed up into the leaves, and there, under 
the magic touch of the sun, assisted 
by the green coloring matter of the 
leaves themselves. a miracle is perform- 
ed, and this inorganic material is con- 
verted into organic structure, this dead 
clay is converted into living matter.

General Counsel for Farmers’ Union Reviews Career of 


President and Gives 


Him High Praise—A 


Southern Man’s Views. 


The following communication discus- 
sing President Rooséveit from a south- 
ern standpoint is sent to The Consti- 
tution by C. T. Ladedn, well known-as 
one of Atlanta’s most prominent at- 
torneys, and as the general counsel of 
the National] Farmers’ Union. . 

Mr. Ladson writes: 

Editor Constitution: While I do not 
hold a brief for the president, and fully 
realize that the storm of criticism 
which is now beating upon him will 
s00n pass away, teaving his great fame 
undimmed, yet I cannot refrain from 
entering a protest against such unjust 
attacks. 

I freely confess to an injense admira- 
tion for Mr. Roosevelt, and say this 
that my views of him may be duly dis- 
counted by the extremely judicious 
eritic. 

That Mr. Roosevelt has his faults, his 
best friends must admit. But that his 
virtues vastly outweigh his imperfec- 
tions, the great body of the Acmerican 
people verily believe, and no amount of 
captious criticism can change such be- 
lief. 

We of the south should ever hold this, 
our great half-brother, in loving esteem. 
While proudly proclaiming himself first 
of all an American, yet, as we all know, | 
he has in many ways shown to the 
world his great pride in being half 
southern.’ 

In his appointments to office he has, 
also, shown the south greater fairness 
than any or all of his republican prede- 
cessors. 

What are the charges which have| 
caused all this hullaballoo at Washing- 
ton? The case should be fairly stated, 
and impartially considered. 

The Secret Service Message. 


Mr, Roosevelt’s secret service,message 
to congress was most unhappily word- 
ed. On its face it was open to the in- 
terpretation of seriously reflecting upon 
a coordinate branch of the government, 

The house, -therefore, at first blush, 
was entirely within its province in re- 
senting such grave though uninten- 
tional imputation, and in calling upon 
the president to be more specific, 

The president’s explanatory message, 
however, clearly showed that he did' not 
thus intend to reflect upon congress, 
and, in view of all the facts, the con- 
tinued resentment of the house and its 
“rebuke” was unnecessary and un- 
merited. 

The charge that the president had set 
secret service sleuths upon the tracks 
of congressmen has been flatly denied 
by him, and hfs denial has never been 
challenge@ or. refuted, and therefore 
should stand. 

That congress should be constantly 
subjected to espionage would be a gross 
wrong, and greatly tend to lessen its 
usefulness and impair its dignity. 

While a careful consideration of the 
facts will convince the average citizen 
that the president was right in pro- 
testing against the change made by | 
congress in the law regulating the 
duties of .the secret service men, a 
that such was the real issue between 
the president and the congress, yet, im- 
partial peonple.must regret that the 
rresident-should have framed his pro- 
test in the language used, for in all the 
eight sessions of thé congress. umder 
Mr. Roosevelt's administration he has 
never before laid himself open to sim- 
ilar criticism or attack. 


The Tillman Embrogiic. 


That the facts admitted by Mr. Till- 
man placed him in a most embarrassing 
light must be admitted by all candid 
men. And, while Senator Tillman's 
reputation for rugged integrity should 
entitle him to the benefit of all reason- 
able doubts in this unfortunate trans- 
action (and his legion of friends, who 
know him best, will doubtless absolve 
him of all fntentional wrong-doing), 
yet, surely, President Roosevelt cannot 
be justly blamed because of the part 
he took, incidentally, in bringing the 
matter to the attention of congress. 


Freedom of the Press. 
Much adverse criticism has been 


heaped upon the president because of 
his having set on foot prosecutions for 
libel against The New York Worid and 


culated to bring this government into 
disrepute in the eyes of all the world, 
and to damn the tation of the in- 
dividuals thus aésatied. 

The international character of the 
transaction gave the charges great 
prominence and publicity, the press of 
all the capitals of Europe still ring 
with such charges, and nothing has oc. 
curred In recert years which would so 
tend to lower our country in the esti- 
mation of foreigners than for such 
charges to go unprebuked and unpun- 
ished. ; 

The calling, therefore, of these news 
Papers ‘‘to book” by the president, on 
account of such outrageous calumnies, 
or his courageous effort to do so through 
the office of the attorney general in 
trying to find:a law which will meet 
such a case, will have a wholesome ef- 
fect; and, if the courts determine there 
is no law, efther statutory or under the 
common law, whereby the oprietors 
of these papers can be pu ed at the 
instance of the government itself, it 
may, as it should, lead to the passage 
of laws designed to punish fature of- 
fenders. 

For a citizen to deliberately and mali- 
ciously libel his own government is the 
most wicked crime of which he can be 
guilty against that government, barring 
acts of treason, and the severest pun- 
ishment should be meted out to him. 

Much has been said by the presg of 
the country about the “Freedom of the 
Press.”” Such journals seem to over- 
look the differenced between mere 
license and ‘‘freedom”’ of the press. 
There seems to be an impression that 
the press has greater rights of freedom 
of utterance than those possessed by 
individuals. Such is not the law. 

The rights of the press in that behalf 
are exactly the same as those of indi- 
viduals—no greater, no less. 

Of course, the press should be truly 
free and unfettered; it should have the 
‘proadest freedom in the discussion of 
public.men and governmental es; 
it shouki be free to battle for the rights 
of the people, to expose fraud 
ruption in high places, 
tyranny wherever it may show 
ugly head, and it were better to allow 
wide latitude instead of unduly restrict- 
ing it, for the press, after all, is the 
most powerful evangel of liberty. 

But that the press should, under the 
guise of the constitutional guaranty, 
seek to cover individuals, or public offi- 
cials, or governments, with obloquy 
and shame, would be utterly out- 
rageous and subversive of government, 
and of law and order. 


The Tennessee Company Merger. 


Mr. Roosevelt diu nothing more, after 
first consulting with the attorney gen- 
eral, and learning from that official that 
the law would not ‘be violated, than to 
say to the representative of the United 
States Steel Corporation that he would 
not deem it incumbent upon him to 
take any action should such corporation 
purchase the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
coal property. ’ 
He neither assented to, or refused to 
sanction, such proposed merger. Attor- 
ney Genera] Bonaparte, the sworn 
legal adviser of the president, after 
investigation,. wrote to the  presi- 
dent that the proposed merger 
‘would not in itself constitute an of- 
fense against said laws (Sherman anti- 
trust law), or furnish grounds for ac- 
tion by the government to enjoin e@ 
consummation,’ and the president sim- 
Ply kept “hands off.’’ 

Some of the very people, in and out 
of comgress,.and journals who were 
loudly protesting against the action of 
Mr. Roosevelt in seeking to make law- 
defying corporations yiel? obedience to 
the law, charging up the panic of 1907 
to him,.<fre now. proclaiming that he 
did not lay strong hands upon the steel 
corporation in thig behalf, and prevent 
it from doing what the attorney general 
declared it had a perfect legal right to 
do. 

Overturning the Constitution. 


Mr. Roosevelt has been charged by 
his enemies with having but little re- 
gard for the constitution. 

It is said that he is a nationalist of 
the Hamilton school. But Hamilton, by 
many believed to be the ablest of all 
the brilliant galaxy of American etates- 
men, who framed the constitution, 
merely desired a sufficiently powerful 
union to preserve and protect the na- 
tional welfare, and he was content that 
the states should have and maintain 
efficient governments to insure proper 
administration: of state affairs. Mr. 
Hamilton knew, as did Mr. Madison, 
“the Father of the Constitution,.’’ that 
the natural imstincts of men are 
provincial—that a citizen naturaily

thinks more of his immediate locality 
than of other sections of the country; 
that one's best affections will be be- 
stowed upon his own state to a greater 
extent than upon the nation, and that, 
therefore, there could never be any 
real danger of the federal government 
usurping the undelegated powers of the 
states, but rather that the central gov- 
ernment, because of these local affec- 
tiong and prejudices, would find it more 
and more difficult to acquire and hold 
sufficient powers to adequately protect 
and administer the national interests. 

It is true that Mr. Roosevelt stated, 
what his great secretary of state, Mr. 
Root, has also said, and has been much 
criticized for saying, that if the states 
should continue supine and inactive, and 
fail to exercise their inherent power, 
under modern conditions that the fed- 
eral government would then of neces- 
sity gradually do those things for the 
common weal which the states thus re- 
fused to do. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s declaration in 
behalf was doubtless intended more as 
a warnimg to spur the states into ac- 
tion, for no man understands the true 
science of our government better than 
he, and no man recognizes more than 
he the great importance of presérving 
the rather complex checks and bal- 
ances between the states and federal 
government. 

As all students of history know, the 
framers of our constitution were ¢com- 
pelled to create precedents, there never 
having been, in ancient or modern 
times, just such a representative form 
of government as our fathers builded. 

The Grecian leagues, the oman re- 
public. Germanic, Swiss and Dutch con- 
federacies, instead of serving as models, 
merely served to point out the dangers 
and pitfalls of past attempts of peo- 
ples to set up free governments. And 
if there be, tndeed, ‘‘Twilight zones” be- 
tween the known and clearly defined 
powers of the states and of the nation, 
growing out of the natural imperfections 
of written constitutions—the ambiguities 
of language, impossibility of providing 
written codes 40 meet all varving con- 
ditions, then it behooves al] patriotic 
citizens to jealous?ty guard, as far as 
may be, the just powers of the nation 
and of the states without favor or af- 
fection to the one more than to the 
other. x

STRENGTHEN THE BANKRUPTCY LAW. 


The national bankruptcy act is at present the storm center of a determined 
conflict in congress wherein the proposal to amend so as to * strengthen the 
measure and minimize the opportunity for fraud, is met by the counter proposi- 
tion looking to its absolute repeal, 
The fight for repeal is based ostensibly upon the grounds that the measure 
contravenes state’s rights, and that having served its purpose in a time of finan- 
cial depression there is no longer, in this day of sound and substantial commer- 
cial conditions, amy further need of its existcnee. 

Credit has become an interstate matter almost to the same extent as trans- 
portation, and if the law has served a good purpose it is well to have it at hand 
for emergency whether or not great need for it may exist in the daily routine of 
commercial life. Its constant operations, however, appear to indicate its value 
and importance in the commercial routine. : 

The national bankruptcy law was designed to supplant the 

widely varying insolvency and assignment laws existing in as many states, no 
two alike, and under almost all of which the foreign creditor stood no chance as 
against those to whom the debtor chose to give preferences at home. 
While fraud, of course, is possible under the national law, it is far less so 
than under the numerous state laws, some of which permit the debtor to make 
assignment of all his property to a relative or friend. Under the national law 
there are no preferences allowed; each and every creditor, no matter where he 
resides, is put upon identically the same basis and each shares alike in the distri- 
bution of the assets of the bankrupt. 

This is no more than reason and common justice demand.

The purpose of these amendments is to so shape the law as to better meet 
present commereial conditions, to harmonize conflicting court decisions, to render 
more uniform its application and to economize its administration, both in the 
matter of receivers’ fees and court costs which deplete the estate and take away 
from that which should rightfully go to the creditors. . 

Among these amendgents is one by which a debtor may be permitted to 
come to a settlement with his creditors before he is by court order adjudged a 
bankrupt. Thus an honest debtor may turn over his entire property for distri- 
bution among his creditors, and avoid being declared bankrupt. 

Again, a method of evading the present law so as to secure preferences in 
some cases has been discovered. According to some court decisions, if a debtor 
owes a certain creditor $1,000, the creditor may make him a subsequent loan of | 
$10 and take security covering both claims to the exclusion of other creditors. : 
This is manifestly unjfst to the other creditors and it is very properly proposed {> 
to eliminate such opportunity. . eu 

Other amendments propose to specify explicitly just what classes of cor- a 
poration shall and what shall not*be amenable to the law; to prevent the prop- P% 
erty of a debtor in another state from being administered preferentially under}, 
the state law; to prevent the discharge in bankruptey of dishonest debtors; to 
make the trustee in bankruptcy a party at interest so that he may act for all the 
creditors, and.to reduce the expenses of administering bankrupt estates. 

The effect of these proposed amendments is, apparently in every respect, to 
strengthen the law and provide for a more just and equitable administration of 
bankrupt estates, both in behalf of the creditor and of the honest debtor. The | 
dishonest creditor is not entitled to consideration. 

The Sherley bill has the indorsement not only of the National Association 


of Credit Men and the various state and local organizations, but also of such 
bodies as the American Bar Association, Commercial Law League of America and 
of boards of trade-and chambers of commerce the country over.

If Roosevelt's Veto of the 
Bill Stands. 


Southern Congressmen Say, | 


Under the Plan Proposed by 


Roosevelt, There Will Be 


Hundreds of Negro Census- 
Takers in the South. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 6.—(Special.)— 
The democrats generally were displeased 
today at the act of the president in 
vetoing the cefisus bill. They fear 
that it will mean the employment of a 
large number of negro enumerators 
in the southern states. This will be 
extremely distasteful to the southern 
People, and the southern congressmen 
Wil aid in any attempt made to pass 
the measure over the president's veto. 

Under the bill, as it passed congress, 
@eenators and representatives were al- 
lowed the selection of enumerators and 
clerks in their own districts. The pres- 
ident wishes all the force employed 
under civil—gervice rules. Of course, 
any negroes who stand the required 
civil service examination will be eligible 
for appointment, and no doubt will be 
appointed by the director of the census, 

Many Negro Enanumerators. 


“This bill,” said one democrat today, 
“will give Director of the Census 
North patronage equal to that of the 
We

enumerators coming around to ask the 
questions, many of them of a very per- 
sonal nature, which the law says must 
be asked in taking the census.” 

The president declares the fill passed 
by congress continues the spoils sys- 
tem.

OF JE. KILO 


‘Jasper Collins Arrested 


After Coroner's Inquest. 


Warrants Have Been Issued for 
Will Cook and Webb Cox in 
Connection With the Killing 
of J. E. Kilgo Last Tuesday 
Night. 


“We find that J. BE. Kilgo came to 
his death from concussion of the brain, 
and recommend that Jasper Collins, 
who has been -arrested, and Will Cook 
and Webb Cox, for whom warrants 
“have been fBsued, be held in connection 
with the killing.” 

This was.the finding of..the coroner’s 
jury which met at the undertaking es- 
tablishment of Greenberg, Bond & 
Bloomfield yesterday afternoon to in- 
quire into the death of J. E. Kilgo, 4 
years of age, who lived a mile from Red 
Oak, Ga., and near College Park. 


He passed away yesterday morning at 5 
o'Gock,.@t the Grady hospital as the 
result of wounds received fn an an- 
known manner Tuesday night at the 
Humphries street raihway crossing. He 
had remained wnconscious ~ practically 
the entire time. 
Did Qid Feud Cause Death? 


Jasper Collins, a Clayton county farm- 
er, and an acquaintance of Kilgo’s, was 
lodged in the Tower shortly after noon 
by County Officer Peacock, who found 
nim in East Point. .The authorities are 


rnow looking for Will Cook, Keeper of a 


beer ®@aloon at !79 Walker street, and 
for Webb Cox, a former revenue Officer 
and farmer, of Fayette county. 

Collins was brought to the inquest to 
testify in the case, as he was known 
to have been with Cox and Kilgo on the 
night of the occurrence. He sald he 
was with him up to a short time ‘be- 
fore he was found on the railroad, but 
that he and Cox had left Kilgo at 
Cook's saloon, and that they had gone 
to a room on Peters street, where they 
spent the night. 

John Buffington, marshal of College 
Park, who had become interested in the 
case, appeared at the inquest. He says 
a citizen of College Park will testify 
that he saw Cox at College Park at 8 
o'clock on the night when Kilgo was 
knocked down. 

Buffington formerly lived at Fayette- 
ville, and says he knows of trouble of 
some seven years ago between Cox and 
Kilgo, when the former arrested the 
latter on-a charge of having run a 
blind tiger at his farm near Fayette- 
ville. He says Kilgo came clear of the 
charge, and that there has heen bad 
feeling between the two men ever since. 
Collins stated at thé inquest that the 
two men quarreled on ¢he occasion men- 
tioned. The two men are not known to 
have had trouble in the meantime, 

Mystery of Licks on Head. 


with cases in which the 
cause of death is unknown, two the- 
orles were advanced.

His clothes were cov- 
ered with dust, as if he had been drag- 
ged over the ground. 

Kiigo’s relatives thought up to Friday 
that a train of some kind had struck 
him. His brother, Walter Kilgo, a 
farmer of Campbell county. was not 
satisfied and came to the city for an 
investigation, which led him to swear 
out warrants for the three men. 

J. E. Kilgo is survived by his wife and 
nine children; four sons, Wiley, 21, Os- 
car, 14, Walter, 8, and Roy, 3, years of 
age; and five daughters, Mrs. J. J. 
Cox, Mra. J. C. Gazaiway, Mrs. Kd 
Cook and Misses Ida May and Hattie 
May Kilgo. 

The body was sent, immediately after 
the inquest, to Fayette county, the old 
home, where funeral and interment will 
take place this afternoon. 


Cook Is Ill at Home. 


Investigation disclosed the fact that 
Cook was in bed at his home at East 
Point, suffering with several broken 
ribs, sustained in a fall at his home 
the night of the Kilgo affair.

individual case, wisely administers to 
the wants of the person in distress, 
and puts him on a permanently  self- 
sustaining basis. 

“T can give you, in a few words, a 
short sketoh of the inception of the or- 
ganization and what it stands for. 

“During the early part of 1906 At- 
lanta passed through one of the most 
trying times of her history. After, a 
protonged period of unusually cold 
weather, sleet and rain fell under con- 
ditions which caused the entire city to 
become coated with a solid sheet of 
ice. 

‘Trees were broken in all directions, 
wires were down everywhere; electric 
lights were out, and Street car service 
was for days wholly discontinued, It 
was hardly safe for man or beast to 
venture out on the ice-coated streets. 
Business of all kinds was almost at 4 
standstill. 

“There was, of course, an immense 
amount of suffering among the poor. 
Appeals began to pour in on all the 
churches and charitable organizations. 
These were soon swamped with the al- 
most numberless applications. 

“Atlanta was in a prosperous condi- 
tion. The times were good, and the 
people were not hard pressed. ‘Lhe 
newspapers made much of the ice storm 
and much of the calls for help from 
the distressed. The citizens responded 
promptly and generously. Subscriptions 
were opened in numerous places, and in 
a very short time a large amount of 
cash was collected for charity punposes. 
“after some days, the ice melted, nor- 
mal conditions were gradually restored, 
and the people gained time to rest and 
look about them; and then, at once, they 
began to be very much surprised and | '’ ow that the @xuied 
gc grey 2 Gey no organ.

Poor Had Not Been Aided. 


“It was found in many cases that poor 
people in great real need had gone un- 
helped; in many others applicants had 
received ten times as much food, fuel Or 
clothing as they had reall. required, and 
had sold the overplus, using the money 
for the purchase of whisky or morphine. 
In many other cases—deplorably many- 
the applicants had been frauds who! 
were fn no real need, but who had taken | 
advantage of the situation and ‘workea’ 
the associations for everything they 
could possibly get out of them. 

“In one case, vouched for by a well- 
known minister, a woman in need of 
fuel had applied to several sources, 
thinking if she failed to obtain it in one 
she might succeed in another. She 
received, in all, ten tons. 

“Tt did not take the people who were 
most interested in the matter long ‘o 
make up their minds that Atlanta 
should never again be subjected to just 
such a condition of affairs. Severa)] ot 
these citizens were well acquainted with 
the manner in which such things are 
handled in the larger cities, and it took 
them very little time to get together, 
perfect an organization, apply for a 
charter, and launch the Associated Char- 
{ties of Atlanta. From that day to 
this, the repetition of such things as 
occurred here in 1905 has been an im- 
possibility. 

“Since its organization the association 
has handled nearly 3,000 cases Many 
of these have continued under active 
care inthe office for months. Many 
have required’ as manv as a hundred 
visits or a hundred office interviews be- 
fore they were relieved in the proper 
way. A large number of very old cases 
are still under active treatment. There 
have been closed more than 500 cases. 
‘Closing’ means that they have been 
rendered permanently self-supporting or 
otherwise cared for. The entire dis- 
bursements of the association up to last 
December were about $29,000. 

“Taking the estimate of Professor Padt- 
ten that a family in which the membery 
earn $500 a year is worth to the rest 
of the community $500 a year, and con- 
sidering that only one-tenth of the 600 
cases we have closed are now self-sup- 
porting and now earning $500 annually. 
the ‘work on those cases alone is now 
worth $25,000 each year to the city ot 
Atlanta.

“John Smith, as here depicted, pre- 
sents the simplest possible example of 
the cases with which the Associated 
Charities has to deal. The’ large ma- 
jority of them involve problems of the 
most difficult kind, many requiring 
weeks of study, attention, and patient 
aud painstaking care, before they are 
finally disposed of. 

“A sketch of one case in our files 
will show the method of dealing with 
the habitual beggars and frauds: A 
blind beggar appeared on the White- 
hall street viaduct grinding a little 
box organ. He was a pitiable spectacle, 
and awakened an unusual amount of 
sympathy in the passers-by. He was 
persuaded to go to the office of the as. 
sociation, where his eyes were ex- 
amined by one of the best oculists in 
Atlanta, a physician who has often, 
served the organization without | 
charge. The oculist stated that the 
man was suffering from a_ simple 
cataract, and that his sight could be 
restored by a Slight opération. He was 
Offered the service of the oculist, 
maintenance during his period of con- 
valescence, and a job after his recov- 
ery. His reply was, “Why should I 
have my eyes cured and get a job, Say, 
at $10 a week, when I can make that 
much a day by begging”? Investigation 
showed that, with his cataract as an 
asset, he had wdérked many of the 
principal towns of the south at the 
rate of $60 to $80 a week. He was 
promptly given his choice of submit- 
ting to the operation, leaving town

Under the constitution of 1877, 
territorial metes and bounds were pre- 
‘scribed, and in the first section, articie 
il, of the constitution, it is commanded 
that they be made permanent. In the 
article it {Ig stated that the “‘county lines 
shall not be changed unless under the 
operation of a general law for that pur- 
pose." A general law was enacted for 
the purpose of changing .county lines in 
the year 1879 A reference is made to 
the law passed in 1908 for changing 
county lines lying within the limits “1 
incorporated towns. Further reference 
is made that the act of 1906 is void as 
to the territory of Fulton and DeKalb 
counties. 

Last year an act was passed, amend- 
ing the charter of Kirkwood, by taking 
in Edgewood, the new ninth ward. 

The act of 1906 is a violation of the 
constitution, because its spirit is to 
give a municipality the right to legis- 
late over matters affécting other divis- 
lons of the state. 

Charter of Atlanta Limited. 


Says that the city of Atlanta is a 
municipal corporation and -nothing 
more, its powers being limited by the 
general assembly, and that its charter 
never did confer upon {t the large and 
extensive power and éaid city has no 
Such power in its charter as efther to 
transfer the territory of DeKalb coun- 
ty into Fulton,er to move its own terri- 
tory, including the courthouse of Ful- 
ton county, into DeKalb, nor to gall or 
hold an election for that phrpose; and 
even if the general assembly “had at- 
tempted to delegate such a power as 
has beer denied in the petition, it could 
not be done only under a special law. 
City Charter Violated. 


Even if the petitioner is mistaken 
about the act of 1906, he states that 
according to an ordinance of the charter 
of the city of Atlanta all ordinances are 
required to undergo one reading each 
at two separate meetings of council 
before adoption, unless by a twe-thirds 
vote the two readings take place at 
the same meeting. Petitioner says the 
minutes of the city council show the 
extension ordinamce was not introduced 
until Jamuary 4, 1908, and passed upon, 
that the minutes do not show that the 
general counc!) ever considered or voted 
on the question of reading said ordi- 
nance the second time at said meeting 
Or wonsented by a two-thirds vote so 
to do, And for these reasons it is com- 
plained that the extension ordinance Is 
void, 
Registration Not Legal. 


It is, also, hetd that the registration 
is not lawful, under the act of 1908. 
Reference is likewise made to that 
section of the constitution which says 
“county sites shall not be changed or 
removed except by a vote of two-thirds 
of the county and two-thirds of the 
legislature.’’ 

It is likewise stated that neither the

He proposed a substitute for the bill, 
which directs the commission to hold 
hearings and investigate the desires of 
the carriers and their employees re- 
garding a standard, and then report to 
congress for action.

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BANKRUPTCY LAW 


REMAINS IN FORCE: 


Effort to Repeal Measure 
Defeated in House. 


Clayton ina Those Seeking Re- 
peal of Law Allege It Has 
Served Its Purpose—Several 
Ar-:cndments Made to Law. 


Wachingion, February 6.—After devot- 
ing almost its entire ‘session to the con- 
sideration of the subject, the house o! 
representatives today passed a bill mak- 
ing several amendments to the national! 
bankruptcy law. Mr. Clayton, of Ala- 
bama, made a desperate but unsuccess- 
ful attempt to repeal the law, he and 
his supporters claiming that it had 
served its purpose. 

To Correct Irregularities. 

The bill is @esigned to correct certain 
inequalities in the administration of the 
bankruptcy law in various parts of the 
country, and amends the law by regu- 
lating the duties and compensation of 
receivers, in order to prevent excessive 
fees. It also provides that any moneyed 
business, or commercial corporation, ex- 
cept a municipal railroad or banking 
corporation, can file a petition for bank- 
ruptcy, thereby eliminating the uiscrep- 
ancies which heretofore existed, where 
fome court decisions barred many cor: 
porations in one circuit, which would be 
admitted into bankruptcy in another, 
and restored the language of the act ot 
1867, which has been fully settled by de- 
cisions of the courts. 

Composition Proceedings. 


lt provides further that, 
position proceedings ,it will 
essary to have an adjudication where a 
composition is affected, thereby remov- 
ing the stigma or bankruptcy, which al- 
waye attaches under such  circum- 
Siances. it prevents a few creditors 
from forcing, by involuntary proteed- 
ings, a debtor into bankruptcy, and 
ahen, after receiving secretly their ad- 
ditional commpengation, or otherwise ad- 
justing their affairs with bankers, in or- 
der to have the petition dismissed with- 
oul the knowledge of, the other creditors, 
it enailies a trustee, with the consent 
of the creditors, to appear in their ve- 
Naif in proceedings in court connected 
with his discharge, thereby lessening 
the expense by separating it from the 
whole estate. 

it confers’ ancillary jurisdiction, 80 
that all the assets of the estate can be 
marshailed, substantially in one court,

NOT ANNIRILATING 


Trusts Not Sent to Gibbet 
by Supreme Court. 


Georgia Representative Sees in 


tion of Well Recognized Le- 
gal Principles. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washingten, February 6.— (Special 
Correspondence.)—Representative How- 
ard, of Georgia, reduces the recent de- 
cision of the 
court in the case of the wall 
trust to a perfectly simple application 
of well-recognized principles of law to 
a modern business contract.

FOR GRAVE OF MAJOR BECKHA 


It is perhaps known to only a few 
that within a short distance of Mil- 
ledgeville, at Beckeom's Mount, now 
called ‘Smiths’ Mount,’ on the edge of 
the “Big Gulley,’” lies byried an officer 


cf the revolutionary war, Major Sam- 


uel’ Beckcom, a hero, a patriot, one who, 


With his command stood bravely ‘in tne 
Breach fighting for the ind@pendence 
of the cologies, on one hand, at tie 
same time shurding with sleepless vigil- 
ance the few white settlers in this part 
cf the state from the Indians. 

A,bit of history’ has come to the 
knowledge ofthe Nan2y Hart chapter 
of the Daughters of the American Rev- 
o.ution concerning Major Beckcom., 
Some time previous to the treaty made 
With the Indians at Fort Wilkinson, 
Major Beckcom was in charge of that 
fort; on this side of the river was 
what” wascalled the Indian country, 
river was called 
“White man’s country.” Word was 
brought the commander of a proposed 
laid of the Indians on the whites at 
a certain time. 

Major Beckcom decided to go himself 
taking one or two men with him, to 
warn the settlers and get reinforcements 
tc defend Wilkinson, leaving, as was 
supposed, a sufficient garrison to pro- 
tect the fort. until his return, but as 
ea often happened, elther he was mis- 
irformed of the time of the attack, or 
the Indians finding out his absence and 
for what he was gone, rushed the at- 


tack on the fort. At all events, Major 
Beckcom returned to find the garrison 
had been surprised, and all massacred, 
among them his young wife and three 
little children, the youngest, an infant 
of seven months. It is said just at 
first he was ‘prostrate with grief and 
sorrow,-but lfke the brave man he was, 
he put his own grief aside and took up 
his duties, guarding the settlers from 
the Indians for sOme years until re- 
heved from his command by another 
officer when he resigned from the army. 

For his valuabie services he was 
Granted a large estate Which he named 
“Beckconrs Mount,” now ealled 
*“Smith’s’Mount,” where he died, an oid 
ran, and was buried. The legislature 
erected a monument over his grave as 
a mark of the state's appreciation of 
his great services to his country. 

the Nancy Hart chapter has for some 
years cared for the grave. It*»has re- 
cently been informed by Professor Cone 
that the Big Gulley is caving towards 
the grave and that tt must take some 
steps soon or it will be carried away. 
It is the desire of the chapter to re- 
nove the ashes of this hero to the city 
cemetery and we want the sanction and 
help of the people of the town and 
country in this duty we owe the mem- 
ory of one who did so much for his 
country and suffered so in the execn- 
tion of his duty.

Miss Laura Drake Gill Writes

“Three months later there was organ- 
ized in the conservative National Asso- 
ctation of Teachers, of over half a cen- 
tury’s standing, a department of na- 
tioral organizations of women, the first 
recognition of volunteer work for good 
schools in this country. his was in- 
dicative two things: Firgtiy. that the 
school réeognizes its need of wise co- 
operation with the home: and. second- 
ly, that the organized. women of the 
country have rendered enough wise 
service already to make them the na- 
tional exponents of this new movement 
of affiliation. The thir@ act was the 
calling of the representative of the 
Federation of Women’s Clubs into the 
conference upon conservation of our 
ational resources summoned at Wash- 
ington by the president.

“But this is to be a statement of the 
summons of the organized women of 
America into the service of the schools. 
as expressed in the new department of 
the N E. A. The first preliminary ex- 
periment Was made in the state of 
Connecticut, under the leadership and 
inspiration of Mary Merriman Abbott, 
chairman of the education committee 
of the General Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. In that state she asked the As- 
sociations of Collegiate Alumnae to 
make a study of the condition of the 
Schools from the educational side, and 
to recommend a course of action. The 


campaign of education for the general

Mrs. Douglas has for years been a ¥tu- 
dent of this line, and was the first wom- 
an in Aslanta to interest herself in the 
work of the Consumers’ League, tne 
members of which agree to buy only 
clothétng which bears the stamp of the 
league, guaranteeing that they are made 
under sanitary conditions and not in 
sweat shops. 

Most of th® states are trying to en- 
force laws bearing upon the conditions 
in which women and children work, de- 
manding strict inspection of work rooms 
and a certain number of cubdc feet of 
space to each person. Jacob Riis, who 
lectures here next week, has been very 
active in hamanitarian work, and keenly 
alive to the question of “how the other 
half Mvés.”’ 

Mrs. Douglas will, on Monday, give a 
short talk on labor conditions in gen- 
eral. Mfrs. Frank Woodruff, state 


chairman of the welfare committee, will 
tell of conditions in Atlanta as seen 
during the recent investigations by her- 
self and her committee; Mrs. E. B. 
Smith, co-editor of The Journal of Labor, 
will supplement this by telling what 
might be done to improve existing con- 
ditions. 

According to the latest census report, 
out of 303 occupations open to men in 
the United States, 298 are also open to 
wamen. 

In a recent exhibition in New York 
city a room 8 feet square was pictured 
in which a family of six, mother, father 
and four children, lived and worked. By 
the side was a christening robe which 
sold in the retadl store for $4.98, for 
the making of which ‘the woman had 
received 36 cents. Other garments were 
shown with an equal discrepancy be- 
tween the making and selling price. In 
consideration of facts like these, is it 
hot well for the club women of the land 
to study the conditions under which 
their sisters work?

A recent address of Mrs. R. L. Nesbit,
